largely "Inspired" and lack consid- 
erably In weight on that account. 


Senate Bill 
The senate committtec on assess- 


ment and collection of taxes has re- 
ported the ad valorem railway tax- 
ation for passage, amending tho as- 
sembly measure by 
providing* that 


the law shall not take effect until 
In 1904. but Increasing 
the license 


fees 
for 
this year from 4 to B% 
per cent, of gross earnings, for the 
big roads. 
H looks as though the 


hill will become a law In this form. 
The railway men have kept up the 
flght against the bill. Insisting that 
the railroads are 
already 
paying 


more than their share of the taxes, 
but they have had little real hopo 
of defeating the measure, and have 
concentrated their efforts In oppos- 
ing the,railway commission 1)111. 


Game Bill 


A bill absolutely prohibiting 
tho 
sale of game In tho state has been 
agreed on by the Joint committee on 
fish and game, to take the place of 
the various spring 
shooting 
bills 


which have been 
introduced.

Accident Hasten* End of Lieutenant

Mowat, Lieutenant Governor ot On- 
tario, died at government house. He 
•was 83 years old. Sir Oliver had 
been in feeble health for some time, 
but the accident In which he broke 
his leg a week ago hastooed the end. 
Sir Oliver was Premier of v Ontario 
from 1872 to 1S90, twenty-four years,

Been Wrought Out Here Lend In- 
terest to the Spot—Where Messa- 
Una Reveled In Wild Orgies. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


The prominence of the dome of St. 


Peter's In every view of the city both 
within ar.il without the walls, Is con- 
stantly felt by the traveler as well as 
by the dweller In Rome. It Is as the 
note and symbol of the city. 


This 
majestic 
construction 
of 


Michael Anpelo. whose pathetic devo- 
tion to his work, which he did with- 
out pay, lends a charm to the slsht 
of It, as one looks at It from between 
the Ilexes that overshadow the foun- 
tain In front of the French academy 
or from the platform of the Plnclan 
bill. This Is one of the earliest re- 
sorts of the traveler to Rome. From 
this height he may look down on the 
city and behold • a prospect only less 
attractive than that 
Been from 
the 


In the Vatican aGrdens. 


Janlcu!eiin at the solemn hour of aun- 
aet, when, as an old • author has It, 
ho may command a view over 
the 


whole surface 
of 
tho ancient 
nnd 


modern city—Its palaces. Its 
domes 


and Its canipanlll, contrasting In pic- 
turesque confimlon with the giant pil- 
lars of Trajan and Antonlne—tho full 
circumference of Its wallB—Its aque- 
ducts stretching 
In 
broken 
scries 


across the desolate Campagna—thu 
silent course of the Tiber winding Its 
serpent 
length through 
the 
whole 


compass of the horizon, with the dis- 
tant hills* of Tlvoll and Alba on the 
verge of the landscape that lost Itself 
among the Apennines. 


But the Plnclo offers charms of an- 


other sort than these. Hero the band 
plays in the afternoon and the fash- 
Ion of tho city and its famous persons 
are to be seen driving In the restrict- 
ed path allowed In this comparatively 
small garden. 


The shaded 
paths, the 
admirable 


flowers, the 
statues 
showing 
out 


•white against the greenery, the busts 
of famous men on pedestals and tho 
•warm, pleasant 
air contribute 
to 


make this not only one of the chief 
resorts of Rome, but also a spot that 
Is famous In the world. 
And as It 


is to-day, so has It been in the past. 
The tragedies of the antique time 
•which have been wrought out here, 
•with all their blood-curdling detail, 
add a strange Interest to the spot. 


It was here, on this "Hill of Gar- 


dens," that Mcssallna, • the wife of 
the Emperor Claudius,, gave herself 
up to the wild orgies which have con- 
tributed to render her name Infamous 
to all time. While her husband was 
away at Ostla she took possession of 
the villa that occupied tills site, and 
held high revels there. It was the 
autumn 
season; 
Messnllna, 
wilder 


than ever, celebrated 
tho 
vintage 


feasts In these gardens. Thu grape 
•was In the wino press, the juice of 
it flowed In great vats; the Bacchan- 
tes danced deliriously, arrayed 
as 


they were, In the skins of wild beasts. 
Itlcssallna, with her locks streaming 
•wildly, a thyrsus In 
her hand 
and 


cothurncs on her feet, 
waved 
her 


head to and fro like a mad creature 
to the music of the dance. 


In the midst of these revels a cer- 


tain Vectlws Valcns climbed a high 
tree. "What do you see-?" cried out 
some one below. "A great storm com' 


Church Ste. Maria Magglore. 


Ing up from Ostla," was 
his reply. 


The phrase was as a 
prediction. 


Claudius had boon Informed of her 
deeds, and was on his way from Ostla 
3IcssalIna knew now that she was In 
danger, and accompanied by Vlbldla, 
the oldest of the vestal virgins, she 
set out In a tumbril In which the gar- 
den refuse was carried to meet and 
sybdtie her Irate husband. She was 
hcpt from seeing him, was condemn- 


ed to deatn, aud tho 
sentence was 


executed. 


At the other side of the city gen- 


:ler 
scenes attract the stranger 
in 


the bright, sunny winter days. 
Here, 


on the 
Via Tusculana, outside 
the 


gate of the Lnteran, a pleasant road 
eads to the Porta Furba. or Thieves' 
3ate, a site which furnishes a series 
of most picturesque views. Tho gate 
tself Is an arch In the aqueduct of 
SlxttiH V., that marvelous pope 
of 


over three centuries ago who emulat- 
ed the ancient emperors In the works 
he achieved In his brief reign of live 
years. 


The 
evil name 
the 
gate 
bears 


comes to It from the fact that It was 
tho haunt of 
brigands many years 


ago, who found It a suitable place for 
despoiling the travelers tn and from 
Frascatl obliged to pass by this way. 
The evil reputation that it bore pass- 
ed away, and now the artist In search 
of tho picturesque may be seen day 
after day making a charming picture 
of the pretty fountain, or the glori- 
ous view 
that opens out over 
the 


Campagna tn the 
direction of Fras- 


cat I. 


A short distance beyond the gate, 


and on the left of the road, a mound 
onco topped by a medieval tower con- 
cealed the tomb within which stopd 
the largest marble sarcophagus 
In 


Rome. 
The mound was known as 


Monte del Grano, and the sarcopha- 
gus found 
within It 
Is now In the 


Capltolene museum, and 
the 
reliefs 


upon It which belong to the noblest 
period of Groco-Uoman art, represent 
the story 
of 
Achilles 
among 
the 


daughters of King Lycomedes, when 
lie selected the sword Instead of 
the 


distaff, and was thereby discovered 
by the wily Ulysses. What 
Is still 


more memorable concerning this sar- 
cophagus Is that within It was found 
tho celebrated Portland vase, one of 
the most antiquarian ' treasures of 
the British museum. 


Near 'nt hand a 
solitary country 


road brings you 
to the old 
Applan 


Way, via 
Appla Antica. That road 


seems to have existed even In 
the 


twilight of ancient 
Roman 
history. 


It is n scene on which the great men 
of the past played some part or an- 
other. It was n syniN>l of the Roman 
mind and a sign of tho Roman power. 
It was no mere pliant highway of 
commerce, says a writer, in gracious 
windings, accommodating 
Itself 
to 


the needs of men nnd to the difficul- 
ties of nature. Rigid as the Roman 
rule, It scaled the hills and rpanned 
the valleys; 
the crooked must 
be 


made 
straight before 
It, nnd 
the 


rough places. No kindly chain, gently 
binding 
nation 
to nation, 
but 
a 


weapon of war—straight ns the spear 
of the soldier, as the rod of the llctor, 
as the flight of an arrow, it shot over 
mountain and chasm, through 
forest 


end marsh—not to link the nations 


Monuments In Public Square, 


to each other, but to bind the ends of 
the earth to Rome. 


And now along Its lonely sides the 


tall rank grass waves 
sadly amidst 


Uie close pressed flies of defaced nnd 
nameless tombs. The beetle 
hums 


amidst tho solitude, and 
the lizard 


basks on the prostrate marble statue 
of a senator or a warrior, with muti- 
lated limbs and broken nose. 
Here 


on some tombs the half length figures 
of husband and wife, holding affec- 
tionately each other's right hand re- 
veal that the loves and joys of domes- 
tic life prevail among tho fierce Ro- 
mans of the past as they do In the 
present. 


White Ants.as Food. 


A recent book on the Kongo Free 


State gives this picture of the fond- 
ness of tho natives for white ants: "In 
the white ant month the natives have 
a very busy time. Tho river Is desert 
cd and men nnd women, boys and 
girls, go out to gather tho white ant 
for food. I cannot say I admire their 
taste, but tho white ant is not bad as 
food—merely very rich. In this month 
he Is about an inch long; the natives 
gather him in hundreds, pull off the 
wings and roast him. Tho native boys 
have a shorter way with him. Some- 
times nt mess white ants flopped on to 
the table, attracted by the light. Tho 
boys, who were waiting, pounced on 
them, nnd without further ceremony 
popped them into their mouths."
